problem; it became a governmental 
problem. So long as the constitution 
endures the most important problem 
we have is fnaintaining the laws under 
which we live.

Wants Liquor Outlawed. 

“We never will be able to devise a 
scheme of control that will not be de- 
fied by those who oppoes it.

$29,000,000 Conspiracy 


Trial On in Gotham. 


New York, Sept. 26.—[Special.J— 


' Taking of testimony began today in 


the trial of former Borough President 
Maurice E. Connolly of Queens and 
Sewer Engineer . Frederick Seely, 


- gharged with conspiracy in connec- 
tion with $29,500,000 


contracts. 

Connolly, who was f out of of- 
fice by the sewer scandal, was linked 
by the testimony directly with the 
sewer pipe combine, of which John 
M. Phillips was the leader. Phillips 
was indicted along with Connolly and 
Seely, but died before the trial. 

Emory R. Buckner, special prosecu- 
tor, began his presentation of evidence 
before Supreme Court Justice Arthur 
Tompkins in Long Island City by 
calling six withesses. The testimony 
included .a statement that early in 
1917 Phillips boasted that he was “‘ the 
baby” who could have sewer bids 
“tossed out” by Connovily after the 
chairman of the executive committee 
of the Democratic county committee 
had failed. 

Phillips Given Monopoly. 

It was also testified that about the 
s@me time the Queens sewer specifi- 
cations were changed so as to allow 
the use of precast pipe that Phillips 
obtained control of the manufacture 
and sale in Queens of lock joint pipe, 
the only kind of pipe made that fit 
the specifications; and that from 1917 
to 1927 more than 90 per cent of the 
sewers laid in Queens were construct- 
ed of Phillips’ pipe. 

Buckner told the jury in his open- 
ing address that before the trial was 
over he would show that Phillips re- 
ceived 50 per cent of the profits from 
the first precast pipe contracts in 
Queens without putting up any money 
or doing any work, and that within 
sixty days thereafter he had obtained 
complete control of this pipe in 
Queens. He also asserted that he 
would show that Phillips was able to 
do all this through the influence of 
Connolly and Seely in authorizing spe- 
cifications that tended to preclude the 
use of any other pipe. | 

$50,000 Payment Charged. . 

Buckner declared he intended to 
show that Seely had approved the 
specifications for the use of a partic 
ular kind of tunnel block in Queens 
after some one had agreed to pay 
Phillips $60,000, although had previ- 
ously disapproved of this type of 
block, 

The witness who told of Phillips’ 
boast of power over Connolly was 
Thomas F’.. Purcell, a surety bond bro- 
ker. He testified that he had known 
Phillips since 1910, and had written 


surety bonds for sewer contractors, 


guaranteeing the completion of sewer 
contracts. In 1917, he went on, he 
was doing business with Joseph=Di 
Cola-and John Martino, who had bid 
on the Collings avenue sewer in Aug- 
ust, 1916, and had discovered later 
that their bid was so low that they 
stood to lose money if they received 
the contract.

GENERALSHIP. 

An experienced field general is es- 
tential in football. This player may 
be either the quarter back or the cap- 

tain, but in either case the player who 
calls the signal should have the con- 
fidence of his teammates. There 
should be no wrangling over the sig- 
nal. Even the captain should not in- 
terfere with his quarter back if the 
latter is calling the plays. 

Before every game the field general 
should note the position of the sun 
and the direction of the wind. He 
should remember that he has three 
choices if he calls the turn of the 
coin. He may elect to receive, to de- 
fend a certain goal, or to kick. The 
loser has the option of the two choices 
the winner does not take. Some 
coaches prefer to have their team kick 
left if they win the toss. Others like 
to take the offensive immediately by 
receiving the — 


general should remember that his 
greatest offensive weapon is the punt. 
He should be taught to kick whenever 
he is in doubt of making the required 
yardage. If the ball is in his own ter-’ 
}ritory he should call for the punt on 
the third down, If it is deep in his 
own territory the ball should be booted 
on the first: down. There is one ex- 
ception. If the field general's team is 
bucking a strong wind efforts should 
be made to kill time and not give the 
opposing eleven too much of an ad- 
vantage. When the kick is made on 
the third down there is less chance of 
it being blocked because the opposi- 
tion is not sure whether it will a 
kick, forward pass, or trick play. Con- 
sequently the defense will not make 
as great an effort to rush through as 
it will on the fourth down. 


It is best to try the strongest plays 
on first down. The field general 
‘should try to make at least five yards 
on the first ground gaining effort. 
This gives him three downs in whi 
to gain the remaning five yards for 
| first down. If the first play is stopped 
.anm-end run or forward pass should 
be called on the second down. The 
same is true if similar conditions exist 
on a third down with the ball in mid- 
field. If it is in the offensive team's 
territory it is better to punt.

He should never 
hesitate to repeat formations. If a

to play safe unless his team is behind 
in the score. If his team is trailing, 
every possible chance should be taken. 

It is helpful to the field general to 
have the coach point out mistakes in 
judgment in previous games. Some 
coaches have systems built up after 
years of experience. There are cer- 
tain fundamentals which a field gen- 
eral cannot do in one section of the 
field and plays which must be used 
in others. A leader with a couple of 
years’ experience cannot be expected 
to know as much football as his coach.
